Dear Town of Kittery:

As the new sesston of Congress began, I was honored to become the Tongest, currently serving member of the
U.S. Senate to have never missed a roll call vote. As the 111" Congress ended, I cast my 4,563 consecutive

vote. Itis a privilege Lo represent you in Washington, D.C. and I appreciate this opportunity to share some of
my recent work as we look forward to the opportunitics and challenges that lie ahead in the 112" Congress.

Creating jobs and strengthening our economy remain our nation’s most pressing challenges. Far too many
families and individuals throughout Maine and our nation are still suffering from a sluggish economy and high
unemployment. That is why it was so vital for Congress to extend the 2001 and 2003 tax relief laws. T strongly
sapported a two-year extension because allowing these laws to expire would have resulted in one of the largest
tax increases in our nation’s history, and job killing tax hikes could well have plunged our economy deeper into
TECESSION.

Last year, I spoke to small business owners throughout Maine who told me that a tax increase could result in a
foss of jobs and threaten the viability of their businesses. It is good news that Congress passed the two-year
extension of these tax relief laws before 2010 came to a close, providing more certainty to businesses and relief
for all taxpayers.

After years of repeated but unsuccessful attempts by the Maine delegation to address the federal truck weights
law, [ authored a successful truck weights pilot program in 2009 that was in effect for one year. The pilot
program permitted trucks weighing up to 100,000 pounds to travel on Maine’s federal interstates, where these
trucks belong, rather than being diverted to secondary roads, through small communities, downtown areas, and
school zones. The benefits have been evident: improved safety, lower costs, reduced energy use, and reduced
emissions. I was disappointed that the U.S. House of Representatives failed to take action either to extend the
pilot program or to make it permanent. Making the track weights program permanent will be one of my top
priorities this year and will be the first bill I introduce in the new Congress.

The President signed into law a number of bills that I authored or coauthored. 1 was proud to join Senator Joe
Lieberman in leading the effort to repeal the so-called “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” law that applied to our armed
forces. This long-overdue repeal enables the U.S to join 35 of our closest allies in welcoming the military
service of any qualified individual who is willing and capable of serving our country.

My efforts to counter the smuggling of illegal drugs across the Canadian border into Maine, and vice versa, were
advanced when the President signed the “Northern Border Counternarcotics Strategy Act.” I was the lead
Republican sponsor of this law, which requires the Office of National Drug Control Policy to develop a
counternarcotics strategy similar to that of the Southwestern border in collaboration with our Canadian partners.
The Senate Homeland Security Committee also conducted an extensive investigation into the Fort Hood terrorist
attack. We will soon release a report with recommendations on how to reduce the possibility of such an attack in
the future.
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Former Senator Evan Bayh and I authored a new law that establishes a new Advisory Council to develop a
national plan for combating Alzheimer’s disease. For the first time, this law charges federal agencies to develop
a strategy to advance efforts to fight this devastating disease, at no additional cost to taxpayers.

As far too many people know, Alzheimer’s disease inflicts pain and hardship on families, and costs Medicare
and Medicaid billions, yet our nation has been lacking a national strategy to focus on this disease.

Maine’s natural resource industries are essential to our prosperity. Last October, along with other Delegation
members, I testified at an International Trade Commission hearing that resulted in a ruling that Chinese and
Indonesian paper companies had been engaging in illegal trade that is unfair to our domestic industry. During
the debate on the Food Safety Modernization Act, I successfully advocated for an amendment, backed by
Maine’s small and organic farmers, to protect our small farms from excessive regulation.

In my ongoing efforts to save jobs in Maine, I succeeded in convincing the EPA to rework regulations known as
“boiler MACT” in a manner that protects the environment and public health without jeopardizing jobs in the
forest products industry. I also authored successful legislation to provide small contractors more time to comply
with EPA Jead-based paint regulations. The high fines for non-compliance would have put many small
contractors in Maine out of business.

Working with the University of Maine, I helped advance the development of deep water, off-shore wind energy.
Last summer, Energy Secretary Steven Chu visited UMaine at my request, which resulted in an announcement
that the Department would dedicate $20 million to develop and test deepwater offshore wind technologies.
UMaine remains on the cutting edge of this work, which has the potential to create 135,000 jobs.

I secured funding for a number of important transportation projects in 2010. For example, following my request,
U.S. Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood announced that the Department would award $10.5 million for
Maine’s effort to save freight railroad service in Northern Maine, and $20 million for the rehabilitation of the
Memorial Bridge between Kittery and Portsmouth.

As a member of the Senate Armed Services Committee, I worked to ensure that our men and women in uniform
have the resources and support they need to protect our freedom. In 2010, I supported efforts to improve health
care and other services for our military personnel and veterans, and authored key provisions to strengthen our
national defense by supporting the vital work at Bath Iron Works, the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, Pratt &
Whitney, the Maine Military Authority, and other Maine industries. Following my letter last year to the
President’s top budget official urging him to include increased funding for the DDG-51 program in next year’s
budget, Defense Secretary Gates recently announced that the Pentagon would seek an additional DDG-51 in its
five-year budget.

The 112" Congress will bring extraordinary chailenges as we work to improve the economy, lower the
unemployment rate, seek ways to reduce federal spending to bring the federal debt under control, and debate a
host of other important issues. I am grateful for the opportunity to serve Kittery and Maine in the United States
Senate.

The FY’11 year started July 2010 with the implementation of the FY’11 Budget
which Town Council passed in June and closed the FY’10 financial books. The
FY’11 Budget process produced a level funded budget that the Town Council
would proceed in October to set a tax rate of $14.26.

The summer of 2010 was one of the clearest and warmest 12 week period which
went into the fall since many could remember. The Recreation Department moved
into the Frisbee Annex in August from the Cole Street facility following low
cost renovations. Design of the main Frisbee Building into a Community Center
continued with a vote by Town Council to ask the voters at the November elections
to increase the funding for the Center by $2 million for a total appropriation of
$5.5million. The commencement of the additions onto Shapleigh and Mitchell
Schools started. Haley Field was worked on by Town staff and some contractors
in hopes of a 2011 opening. The town and the Kittery Port Authority identified
several grant programs to apply for during the FY’11 year to assist with growth and
improvements at the Pepperell Cove facilities. The summer brought on a continuous
effort by Save the Bridges to interview all Maine Gubernatorial candidates on
their position of funding the Memorial Bridge replacement. In addition, the Town
Council and Town Manager advocated the State cooperate with NH on funding the
bridge and applying for the Federal Tiger IT $20 million grant. In August, the Town
Hall section of the Municipal Complex experienced serious water damage from
a broken second floor pipe which would cause 9 months of restoration services
to get it back to full operation. Certain office areas and conference rooms were
changed to improve service to the public. The Town Fuel and More Dance ended
the summer at the Weathervane Corporate Deck raising funds for the winter heating
needs for those who qualified.

The fall saw the closing of Ft. Foster after an extremely successful summer and the
Town Council completing work on the codification project for review by the town’s
Code Company. The Kittery Port Authority, Harbormaster and Town hired a grant
writer and submitted an application through the State DOT to the USFW Boating
Infrastructure Grant Program. Notice of its award was given in early winter. The
November elections resulted in the Town voting to keep Traip Academy open in
a non-binding referendum and favorably voted on an additional $2 million for
the proposed Community Center as well as the State electing its first Republican
Governor in a decade and a half. The holiday parade was cold and clear with snow
impacting the area in late December. Council completed work on ordinances
and State applications for the three Tax Incremental Districts (TIFs). The State
approved the three districts during the winter. The Town Council voted FY’12
Budget Guidance to be flat budgeted. Police Chief Ed Strong gave his retirement
notice as January 6, 2012.

The New Year brought the inauguration of a new Maine Governor, Paul LePage
who supported the funding program worked out in December for the three Interstate
Bridges. The State of New Hampshire and Maine Federal Delegations worked
hard with both state’s Departments of Transportation to secure the federal Tiger
IT $20 million grant award following Congressional budget reduction votes which
froze and placed into jeopardy the Memorial Bridge federal funding. The FY’10
Audit was reviewed and received by Council. The town was asked to host the USS
Memphis stay at the Shipyard commencing in the spring which it agreed to do. The
FY’12 Budget was presented in March 2011 meeting the Town Council guidance.
The town saw the formalization of a committee to bring back the Town Block
Party celebrations with a date in June for the event. Community Center planning
heated up with the bid documents and cost estimating forcing some reductions on
items and setting the opening in June. The Town Manager and Town Council went
through a Request for Qualifications and Proposals for a professional recruitment
company to assist in the hiring of the new Police Chief. Several long-time Police
Sergeants (Avery, Furbish, Michaud) gave their retirement notices and retired in
the spring. The first consolidated School Business and Town Fiscal Agent resigned
in late spring and recruitment started to replace her.

The spring was cold and wet. The FY’12 Budget process progressed with the Town
Council passing the School, CIP and Town Budgets. The Town Council voted to
change in the FY’12 tax collection process, the times taxes are due from twice a
year to three times a year (October 31st, February 15th, and May 31st). The June
14th town elections failed to bring the voters out with only 214 register voters
casting votes. All issues passed. The Block Party was held on June 18th and was a
spectacular success with thousands attending in the Wallingford Square area. The
Columbus Foundation replicas Pinta and Nina docked at the Badger Island East
Marina during the week leading up to and after the Block Party event and brought
in many visitors to Kittery. The Community Center Bids were opened with cost
higher than expected and the Building Committee began to examine how to move
the project forward as the fiscal year ended.

On behalf of all members of the Kittery Police Department, I respectfully submit
the Annual Administrative Summary Report for the 2010-2011 fiscal year.

As you can see by the figures on the General Activity Report, our department had
another busy year.

Our department applied for and was awarded several grants from the Department of
Highway Safety to participate in enforcement efforts to protect our community:

HIGH VISIBILITY ENFORCEMENT

We received $6,847.00 to conduct speed enforcement, seatbelt enforcement and
impaired driving enforcement.

IMPAIRED DRIVER ENFORCEMENT

The department received $3,504.00 for impaired driver enforcement to pay for
increased OUI patrol through September 2010.

With the support of the Kittery Police Benevolent Association, the Kittery Rotary
Club and local community businesses, we continued to offer the D.A.R.E.
curriculum to our fifth grade students. Patrolman Brian Cummer instructed the
D.A.R.E. Program. Upon completion of the program, a graduation ceremony was
held at Shapleigh School, followed by a day of fun and a cookout at beautiful Fort
Foster.

Four children from our community were selected to attend a free week at Camp
P.O.S.T.C.A.R.D., which was held at Camp Agassiz Village in Poland, Maine. The
acronym stands for Police Officers Striving To Create and Reinforce Dreams.
Lieutenant Russell French and Fire Chief Dave O’Brien participated again as
camp leaders. The camp focuses on responsible decision making opportunities
and leadership development. It is an unforgettable experience that builds valuable
skills, strong friendships and memories for a lifetime.

The 2010-2011 fiscal year marked a period of personnel changes within the
department. In January, Russell French returned to his position as Lieutenant and
serves again as second in command. During the spring, Detective Sergeant Ronald
Avery and Sergeant Steve Furbish retired after a combined 67 years of serving our
community! While their experience and dedication will be missed, two veteran
officers have been promoted to fill the vacancies. Officer Don Truax was promoted
to the rank of Sergeant and Detective Steve Hamel is now our new Detective
Sergeant.

RICE PUBLIC LIBRARY
ANNUAL REPORT
2010-2011

The most important news of the year is our work with the Frisbee Renovation
Committee and Recreation Department to solidify plans for relocating the library
to the annex site at Frisbee School.

* In September 2010 we hired nationally recognized library consultant
Aaron Cohen & Associates of Croton on the Hudson to guide the Library
Board of Directors, staff and patrons through the process of creating a
strategic plan for the future. The plan was completed in January. Copies of
the plan are available at the library and also on the library web site. The fee
of $15,000 for the strategic plan was paid for by the library.

* In December the Library Board voted unanimously to move to the Kittery
Community Center site at Kittery Commons.

* In April 2011 the Town hired structural engineer Jeff Nawrocki of JSN
Associates to make a structural assessment of the Frisbee annex. His fee
of $2,500 was paid for by the Town. Jeff noted significant structural issues
with the Frisbee annex. The issues included the sagging roof and hollow
brick walls that would limit how the structure could be re-fashioned.
Nawrocki emphasized while the building is safe, it was important for the
town to address the sagging roof and other structural deficits.

e The plan is to remove the annex and build a new library building.

The use of the internet and requests for assistance locating job web sites and printing
resumes has continued to spiral upwards. At Rice Public Library we are receiving
four new computers through the BTOP (Broadband Technology Opportunities
Program) for the Maine Public Library Information Commons Project. The
computers are designated for the public to access job training sites. 3,150 patrons
used the public access computer work stations at the Taylor and Rice buildings this
year.

We issued 732 new Rice Library cards to Kittery residents. The total number of
library patrons is 4,582. The total circulation for 2009-2010 was 78,020. Last year
the Rice Public Library web site had 54,003 hits for a grand total of 4,500 per
month. We processed 19,576 holds and inter-library loan requests. Every week
the Minerva van delivers twenty three crates of inter-library loans materials that
our patrons have requested from other libraries. We added 3,795 new items to the
Library.

Below are the areas we saw increase in circulation:

Adult fiction circulation was 9,226, 12% of our total check-outs; Children’s books
went out 7423 times — 10% of our circulation; Young Adult materials circulated
1600 times, for 3% of the total. Adult DVD’s were loaned out 13473 times — over
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17% of our total circulation. Children’s audiovisual items circulated 3,888 times
- 5% of the total. Interlibrary loans for our patrons comprised 6,277 - 7% of our
check-outs.

This year we offered a new museum pass for Strawberry Banke in Portsmouth, New
Hampshire, and will be featuring Ogunquit Museum of American Art next year.
We now offer passes for The New Hampshire Children’s Museum, The Boston
Museum of Fine Arts, The New England Aquarium, The Seacoast Science Center
at Odiorne Point, The Boston Museum of Science, and The Portland Museum of
Art along with the two previously mentioned passes. We lent out 1,064 passes
surpassing last year’s total of 785.

YOUTH SERVICES

This past year, we have seen our greatest youth programming numbers to date.
Youth Services offered 96 programs, with a total attendance of 5,364 participants.
Our Summer Reading Program, One World, Many Stories saw 311 registrants
participate in our program, the highest number of participants we have seen yet
for all events.

Our programming and participation numbers remained consistently high throughout
the year. Our in-house story times often averaged at just over 60 attendees, and our
Family Movie Nights averaged 45-75 attendees. Some of the programs offered
this past year are as follows: Toddler and Preschooler Story Hour, Traveling Story
Time Babygarten/Parent Workshop (with Families First), Pokemon Game League,
Family Movie Nights, Family Reading Nights, Halloween Spooktacular, Greek
Mythology Night, Tidepooling Storytime at Fort Foster, Easter Egg Hunt at Kittery
Estates, Polar Express Storytime at Kittery Estates, Wayne From Maine, Peter Boie,
Magician for Non-Believers and the U.N.H. Little Red Wagon Theater Troupe.
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Youth Services was very pleased and grateful to be the recipients of several grant
awards. These included:

Rosamond Thaxter Foundation $2.,000.

Traip Trust $3,047.83
Friends of the Rice Library $2,500.
Total: $7547.83

The grant funds were used to supplement our Junior Multimedia collection,
allowing us to add a large number of books-on-cd and Playaways. The Friends of
the Rice Public Library were instrumental in allowing us to financially offer such
diverse and consistent programming.

Youth Services was also able to partner with a number of community organizations
this year. We offered Parent-Child Workshops with Families First staff (to support
our ongoing Family Place commitment), visited local preschool and daycare
providers, partnered with Kittery Estates for two multi-generational events, and
visited local schools (for the 100 Books events, to announce Summer Reading
events, and to sign up families for library cards during Kindergarten Registration).
We now also offer a Resource Pamphlet for Kittery educators that inform them
of materials available through Rice Public Library and Minerva that can assist in
meeting curriculum needs.

Recent evening events were: Kittery Block Party, a movie night series sponsored
by Kittery Art Association. Ongoing events scheduled monthly include: Guitar
night, Pokémon night, History Book club, Knitting Club and Friends of Rice
Public Library

MAINTENANCE

We undertook several repairs and upgrades to the library buildings. We are in the
process of replacing the furnace at the Rice Building. The furnace currently in use
at Rice is an ancient coal converted furnace that is very inefficient and required
many costly repairs last year. Other repairs included replacing the smoke detectors
and installing defibrillators at Rice and Taylor building. The defibrillators were
funded by a donation from Fabulous Find. The training was provided by the Kittery
Fire Department and Donny Gagnon.

We genuinely appreciate the Town Council’s continuing support of the Library by
funding our operational needs for the fiscal year. The Friends of the Rice Library
sponsored our popular museum pass program and children’s summer reading
program, as well as making significant donations for our children’s programs.
Gifts from the Lions Club for large print books, the Robert W. Traip Trust, the
Rosamund Thaxter Trust, Fabulous Find for the defibrillator, gifts from Elizabeth
Fein for the DVD collection and a number of generous patrons helped us purchase
titles for the large print, young adult, and adult collections.

The staff, without whose help none of the above could have been accomplished,
is: Supervisor Technical Services Nancy Johnson, Supervisor of Youth Services
Jennifer Kelley, and Supervisor Circulation Richard Schrader. Library Assistants
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are Greta Evans, Bonnie Mee and Simone Roy. Library pages are Alexis Ovington
and Brandon Drew.

Our volunteers greatly assisted us with processing interlibrary loans, programming,
shelving, and special projects. A special thanks to volunteers Jean Arris and Pam
Robinson for maintaining our Maine Room collection and answering genealogy
and local history questions. We deeply appreciate the help of Elaine Hallissey,
Sandy Penn, June Spinney, Sally St Hilaire, Shealagh Grey, Patricia Kosowicz,
Elizabeth Bartley, and Mark Steele, who volunteer many hours every week. We are
very grateful to the many members of the Friends, especially Windy Burns, Nan
McNally, Merry Craig, Sallie Mackie and Dianne Fallon who assisted us with our
programs and in a host of other ways during the course of the year.

On the United Way Day of Caring, a crew of six hard working volunteers arrived
from Irving Oil. The team spread mulch in the gardens at the Rice Building, and
cleaned all the windows and polished woodwork at the Rice and Taylor buildings.
They added instruction labels to our collection of over 2,000 DVD’s and helped
update our magazine collection. They assembled the new developmental toys that
we received from the Children’s Place Grant. Both buildings look great and we
look forward to next year’s volunteers.

Timberland from Kittery Outlet’s loaned several staff members every Tuesday for
six weeks. They were helpful preparing our daily interlibrary loans and assisting
with the unpacking of the interlibrary loan shipments. The team shelved books,
read the shelves, and a myriad of jobs that needed to be done.

The members of our Board of Directors who guided us through the above activities
were: Rachel Dennis, President; Vice President Charlie Simpson; Dudley Bierau,
Treasurer, Secretary Elyse Kehl, David Harris and Leo Blouin. Our board member
for over 25 years Judith Kimball has elected to become a board member emeritus.
We sincerely appreciate Judith’s many years of unwavering dedication and support
of the Rice Public Library.

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KITTERY PORT AUTHORITY
ANNUAL REPORT
2010 - 2011

To the Citizens of the Town of Kittery:
Over the course of the fiscal year, the Port Authority continued to evolve.

* In July, our Harbor Master started full time operations under a three year
employment contract.

* In September, a successful application was submitted to the U. S. Fish
and Wildlife Service for Boating Infrastructure Grant funds to replace the
deteriorating Frisbee Pier with a float system for itinerant vessels

* In December, the KPA took a first step toward conformance with Army
Corps of Engineers requirements in the Federal Navigation Project
comprising Pepperrell Cove.

* As the year drew to a close a major evolution of the Pepperrell Cove
infrastructure was in the works.

HARBOR MASTER

The availability of the Harbor Master on a full time basis has strengthened
operational and administrative activities of the Port Authority. Mooring waiting
lists have been brought up to date. Communication with the Town has been
enhanced. Grant application activity has been vigorous. The boating public finds
the Harbor Master to be reliably available. Increased attention to maintaining and
improving Kittery’s maritime infrastructure has shown results. Uniform application
of Port Authority Rules and Regulations has resulted in greater user satisfaction.
The Harbor Master has taken on the role of Assistant Tax Collector resulting in
a significant increase in the collection of boating excise tax for the Town. He is
more available to interface with and support other agencies, both Federal and
State. A Storm Plan and a Harbor Master Code of Ethics have been approved
and implemented. All in all, Kittery — Maine’s first port- is better served. Harbor
Master Pike has been elected to the Maine State harbor Master Board.

BIG GRANT AND PEPPERRELL COVE INFRASTRUCTURE

The application for the Grant to replace the Frisbee Pier with a series of floats
to provide facilities for itinerant vessels was successful. It provided $242,766-,
matched with $90,000- from Town funds. A Small Harbor Improvement Program
(SHIP) grant application to improve the so called Fishermen’s Pier had been
unsuccessful. Reviewing the situation made it clear that the Frisbee Pier was really
the key facility for the fishermen. Given its condition, it needed to be replaced
as soon as possible. It was decided to place the BIG configuration around the
existing Fishermen’s Pier and replace the Frisbee Pier. This will properly serve
the Fishermen and preserve the historic configuration of Pepperrell Cove. The
Town Council and Town Manager took steps to facilitate the process with a 5
year Municipal Lease — Purchase Loan in the amount of $353,231-. The loan is
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to be repaid from a combination of KPA fees, future grants, and potential capital
campaign receipts.

The expectation is that the Frisbee Pier will be replaced in the fall / winter of 2011
and the BIG Project will be implemented late in 2013.

ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS CONFORMANCE

Pepperrell Cove is a Federal Navigation Project. The Corps has dredged it and
we will probably require future dredging both in the Cove and in other Kittery
waters. For a number of years our regulations with regard to mooring fees and
the placement of Yacht Club Moorings have not conformed to Corps Regulations.
This becomes important as we pursue Federal grants and project future dredging
requirements.

In December, the KPA proposed a modified structure of fees which was approved
and implemented after Public Hearings in December and January. Mooring fees
for residents and non-residents have been increased and are now uniform.

Yacht club moorings which have been in the Cove for years have been assigned to
alternate locations. Private rental moorings are no longer permitted in the Cove.

BUDGET AND REVENUE

The KPA operating budget for 2009 — 2010 was $93,271-. Revenue of $84,163 was
recorded thru the end of June from mooring, late and transient fees. The launch fee
program is working well. There is every expectation that KPA fees will meet or
exceed the operating budget for 2011 - 2012.

PIERS, WHARFS, FLOATS AND MOORINGS

2 new Pier Ramp and Float systems, 3 replacements in kind, 1 mooring/float
conversion, 1 mooring conversion to a commercial mooring and 1 riparian mooring
were approved.

PEOPLE

KPA member Bill Bailey, who has served the Town in more than one capacity,
resigned due to health issues. Mike Varney resigned as Assistant Harbor Master after
20 years of contributions to the Town. Their contributions are much appreciated.

The KPA has many projects underway, and is addressing a host of issues with
limited resources. Progress depends on teamwork, dedication and support of and
between KPA members, the Harbor Master and Assistant Harbor Masters, the
fishing community, and the boating public. The support and guidance provided
by the Town Council, the Town Manager, and many Town employees has been
outstanding and essential. Thank you all.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT
ANNUAL REPORT

To The Citizens of Kittery:

The Kittery Fire Department is a call style fire department. This means both
buildings are not manned at any time during the day or night. The firefighters
who respond to the emergency, non-emergency and public relations needs of the
community do this on their own time and out of a strong sense of civic duty and
pride. They are paid a small hourly wage for their services while on call. The
department is manned by 52 call firefighters representing two stations. The stations
answer calls together, train together and work together to ensure the best possible
service is provided for a very limited cost (less than 1% of the total town budget)
for the citizens and visitors of our town. For this I applaud their dedication and
appreciate the work they do for this community.

Your firefighters continue to train on average 10 hours per month. Three firefighters
(Rob Ficke, Tyler Edwards, and KK Gregory) completed intense training and
became certified Level 1/2 firefighters. This was accomplished by attending classes
twice a week for five months and many all day Saturday and Sunday practical
training sessions. The addition of these three certified firefighters increases our
numbers to 43 certified firefighters.

ANNUAL REPORT
2010-2011

We welcome Kittery residents interested in serving on the Conservation
Commission. Regular meetings are held on the first and third Thursday of each
month at 5:30 pm in the conference room of the town hall.

Coastal Cleanup was held on Saturday, October 2, 2010 at Seapoint and Crescent
Beaches, Rogers Park, and Eagle Point. 26 volunteers cleaned 3+ miles, collecting
over several hundred pounds of debris which included 19 bags of trash and 60
lobster traps. Shipyard volunteers also collected debris along the 1/2 mile of the
Portsmouth Naval Shipyard.

Town Farm Forest has received a new parking area which enables residents to
enter and exist much more safely. The foundation of the old Poor Farm house
has been cleared and soon a sign will be erected to provide interesting historical
information on this old Kittery landmark, a granite bench and several maple trees
will soon appear in the cleared area along Haley Road. Many thanks go to the Public
Works Department for all their hard work to bring these safety improvements and
beautification to this area of Kittery.

Lobster Trap Cleanup was held on Saturday, May 7, 2011 from 8:30 am to 11:00
am. Harbor Master, Bion Pike and three lobstermen joined volunteers to remove
about 80 traps from Seapoint and Crescent Beaches. These were transferred on a
dump truck provided by Public Works. Again many thanks to Public Works, and
all the volunteers who worked so hard to help us keep our beaches cleared.

Adopt-A-Road Program co-chaired by Janey Gourley and Susan Emery, is in its
fourteenth (14th) year. This long standing program was initiated prior to the State
of Maine having such a program. Forty-three (43) individuals, families and groups
are cleaning seventy (70) roads or roads sections. This year we welcomed Lisa
Ash as a new adopter. She adopted Folcott and Bond roads. We wish to thank all
of the clean-up volunteers, many who have been with the program for years. We
also extend a big thank you to Alan Kelly and Steve Hall who install and replace
signs as needed.

We continue to seek new volunteers to adopt available roads such as Dennett,
Manson, Norton, Lewis and a section of Bartlett, and avenues including: Tilton,
Newson and Manson. The initial commitment is two years and to clean at a time of
one’s choice in April, August and November. Please join us to “Keep Kittery Clean
and Beautiful!” To join the program, contact the co-chairs.

Open Space Committee KCC continues to serve on this important committee to
identify and review town owned property and right-of-ways.

Planning Board continues to work on ordinance updates and the Comprehensive
Plan for Kittery. The Conservation Commission serves as an advisory to the
Planning Board and the Board of Appeals.
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PREP Grant KCC has received a PREP Grant to identify and evaluate wetlands and
vernal pools in Kittery. A professional has been conducting this work throughout
the spring and will have a final report and mapping available soon for Kittery’s

use.

Improving the quality of Kittery is the goal of the Town Planning and Development
Department. We aim to make the Town better; better for you, better for your
neighborhood, better for the environment, better for business, better for financial
value.

Since August 2009, we have intensified our work and much has been accomplished
under the leadership of the Town Council, Town Manager, Planning Board Chair
Russell White, and former and current Planning Board members. During the
year Chairman White was recognized for over 20 years of voluntary service on
the Planning Board, as well as on the Port Authority. Also recognized for their
outstanding service were: Ernie Evancic who provided years of service to improve
the quality of development in Town and passed away in December, 2010. (Again,
we extend deepest sympathy to his family); Joe Carleton who resigned to accept an
appointment as the State of Maine Senate’s new Secretary; George Burke and Mike
Luekins whose terms expired and had to focus on personal and business obligations,
as well as Scott Lincoln who also resigned to attend to business obligations.
Moving forward ongoing member Dave Kelly was joined by new appointees: Earl
Donnell (former Growth Management Advisory Committee Chair), Bob Melanson
(former Growth Management Advisory Committee member and also current chair
of the Economic Development Committee), Tom Emerson (former Board of
Appeals member) and Susan Tuveson (former Board of Appeals member.) Again
appreciation is extended to them for hundreds of hours of voluntary service to
Kittery. Accomplishments include:

1. Kittery Destination Marketing Program- Phase 1 adoption by Town
Council to expand business opportunities in Kittery.

2. Kittery Community Center at Frisbee Common site plan approval for the
former school building and site’s renovation into a real “town center” for
civic activities.

3. Growth Management Program review and initial re-affirmation of current
development policies and plan and Town Code updates for further
environmental/rural protection, economic development and overall
development quality improvement.

4. Shoreland and Resource Protection by implementation of newly adopted
Maine State mandates and related Town Code amendments.

5. York Hospital’s final approval of a New England architectural designed
medical office building with street front and rear parking area landscaping
at 35 Walker Street and State Road.

6. Mitchell Primary School’s 9,800 square feet and Shapleigh Middle
School’s 10,200 square feet class room additions completion with related
neighborhood roadway, pedestrian walkway and parking improvements.

7. When Pigs Fly bread store and flat bread pizza restaurant on US Route
1 at Lewis Farm Road approval and completion. The development also

Municipal Improvement District enabling “tax increment financing” of
public improvements.

Quality Improvement Plan for Coastal 1 Kittery shopping area initiated with
the possibility of increased environmental protection and public awareness
of local ecology, increased pedestrian connectivity, reduced vehicular trips,
parks, outdoor cafés and seating, trolley service interconnected with other
business districts and attractions and increased town revenues for citizen
services.

Pedestrian and Bicycle Ways Plan initiated with updated and new policies
and implementation strategies to improve access and safety throughout the
Town.

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PUBLIC WORKS
ANNUAL REPORT
2010-2011

The past year has been a monumental year of snow for the Department of Public
Works and the community. Kittery crew’s plowed 23 sanding storms and 12 snow
storms attempting to manage 93” of snow! One storm alone reached 18 of snow
accumulation...wow, felt like the old days!

A tough winter usually adds up to one big problem, budgets were overspent. The
unpredictability of the overtime hours, vehicle maintenance/fuel and salt quantity
make it very difficult to budget for a normal year. For the upcoming year, we are
working with the Town Manager to utilize a backup Storm Emergency Reserve
fund for snow and flooding overtime hours. We feel like it is a step in the right
direction to maintaining a predictable operating budget without running over on
the heavy snow/storm years. The goal is to move unspent salt and repair funds into
this account, on the good years, as well as FEMA storm reimbursements.

The Highway crew spent a good part of the spring/summer working with the Kittery
School Department to complete the Stevenson Road and Sidewalk Improvements,
Shapleigh School Site/Playground Improvements and reconstruction of Traip
Parking Lot. DPW workforce oversight, labor and equipment saved the schools
close to $100,000, allowing more expanded work to be completed for the town
owned properties. The partnership yielded very successful results and we look
forward to working on more joint projects for the betterment of the Town as a
whole.

For Parks, Fort Foster restrooms are 85% complete; we will not be utilizing the
FEMA funds to finish this project as previously planned. The unfinished wall
surfaces will be completed one small area at a time as a partnership with Mitchell
School students. The entry was done this year...Please do go check it out! We
plan to complete the family restroom this fall using our own workforce. Overall in
Fort Foster, speed bumps, new signage, and temporary non-handicap ramps were
installed prior to July 4th, 2011. Handicapped ramps are a future goal of the Park
Commission and DPW; however, an extensive DEP permit and engineered design
will be needed for a permanent installation. Revenues for the Fort were very high
this past year, 40+% over projections. Maintaining control and order of people and
parking shortages were challenging for the current staffing. Dogs created on-going
problems with waste removal and lease control in and off season. Of course, this is
not ALL dogs. The Parks Commission and DPW are currently reviewing changes to
the current park rules and fees for the next season to help minimize this concern.

The In-Town Park’s crew was busy mowing and watering Haley Field for soccer
practice beginning this August 1st, 2011. The innovative project and other
demonstration projects in town are slated to become a showplace for University
of New Hampshire and Maine DEP for successful “Low Impact Development
projects”. Our goal in town is to do more than just mow the town green spaces
and fields; this year we improved the landscaping around Frisbee Commons, Solid

Waste Facility, and Town Hall. We envision more intense pruning/weeding and
landscape gardens when additional seasonal help can be achieved. Overall, a banner
year of progress and enjoyment for all the parks and fields throughout town!

In June 2011, The Solid Waste Recycling Committee completed its review for
options for decreasing costs and increasing revenue at the Solid Waste Facility. The
group consisted of two town councilors, two town staff, and four residents. The
group met their goal to spend eighteen months looking at the existing operations/
procedures, research regionalizing the facility, and operation of the facility as
an enterprise fund. Two predominant concerns were raised: (1) taxpayer funds
can’t afford “unlimited trash disposal” for every resident of Kittery, and the
existing equipment is old and failing. A final report including recommendations
for improvements will be shared with the Town Council and the public in early
August.

The revenues generated from the recycling materials exceeded the projections by
over 704+%! The various recycling products were more carefully sorted, bailed and
marketed to achieve these outstanding results. Plastics were the newest product to
gain value in this past year. Now that we have worked through some changes, we
will be actively marketing the do’s and don’t of successful recycling and providing
other educational materials to the public. Thank you for all the sorting you do on
your end!

The Traffic Signal Improvements Project for the intersection of Route 1 & Route
103 (Walker Street) is fully funded with Safety Funds (no match). MDOT again
clarified its funding balances and we now have $420,000 available in this current
budget year! Another $100,000 is earmarked for the October 2012 funding (to cover
the expanded scope of new hardware at Government Street/Route 1 Intersection).
Project design is underway to include new signals, controllers, mast arms, HC
sidewalk ramps, new sidewalk sections, fire pre-empt, interconnect to Government
Street traffic signal, island rehab, track crossing, and drainage improvements.
Construction schedule to coordinate with the final site work for the new York
Hospital Facility during next summer 2012.

The leftover funds from the past Route 1 Road and Sidewalk Improvement Project
are now allocated to a Phase II project. The Town of Kittery was awarded 1.5
million dollars to continue improving the Route 1 corridor including the Memorial
Traffic Circle rebuild, additional sidewalks, drainage, island reconstruction,
culvert replacement, pavement overlays, and other related work. Improvements to
the bicycle and pedestrian mobility exiting the traffic circle along Route 1 towards
the outlets and also along Route 236 towards Frisbee Commons. Construction is
expected for summer 2012.

Kittery entered its fourth year of the 5-year program General Permit for the Discharge
of Stormwater from Small Municipal Separate Storm Sewer Systems (MS4). The
GIS mapping of the Stormwater System has been integrated into a cohesive GIS
Strategic Plan that includes more survey quality data and new construction updates.
We are still in need of updating the aerial photo shown behind our GIS maps.
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Lastly. a very special acknowledgement is shared with the family of Brent Foster,
who sadly passed away in May this year. Brent was a valued employee with the
Public Works Department for just under 20 years. Most residents will remember
Brent as the kind, friendly face at the Kittery Solid Waste Facility. We all miss
him dearly and wish his wife and children peace and warm memories. We share
your grief and offer our sincere appreciation for his dedication and service to the
Town.

Heading into my second year in Kittery DPW, I look forward to continuing
collaborative efforts with my peers to continue providing quality services to the
residents of Kittery for safe roadways, improved bicycle/pedestrian facilities, well-
maintained parks and green space, and operating an efficient Solid Waste Facility.

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KITTERY SEWER DEPARTMENT
ANNUAL REPORT
2010-2011

To the Citizens of Kittery,

This Year Phase 2 funded projects are 98% completed. This included the installation
of Variable Frequency Drives for our blower system. This installation allows the
process control to be fully automated, which results in energy savings for plant
operation. This project will receive a $10,000.00 incentive check from Efficiency
Maine.

The Kittery Sewer Department is continuing to find ways for energy costs savings at
the twenty one pump stations and here at the plant. We are also looking at converting
to renewable fuel source such as commercial pellet boilers. If the installation goes
through the Sewer Department will save an estimated $4000.00 to $8000.00 per
year in fuel costs. Another added bonus, the money spent on renewable fuel will
be put back into the Maine or New England economy.

We have recently been approached by DCS Energy to install 1800 sq ft of solar
voltaic panels to offset our power demands. The panels will provide 18 Kilowatts
for the plant. The panels will be installed at no cost to the town, in exchange for tax
credits. They will be warranted for 5 years. Then will be gifted back to the town for
our continued use. They have a lifetime use of 25 years.

The Infiltration and Inflow work is still ongoing. During routine maintenance,
discovering older sewer lines with infiltration are repaired and sealed when found.
The Kittery sewer department and the Portsmouth Navel Ship Yard and the town
of Eliot have been working together to address there infiltration problem as well.
The Shipyard is scheduling major upgrades in there infrastructure both at the Yard
and the Navy housing. An issue we will be working on (which has been ongoing)
is to remove as many sump pumps as possible which homeowners have connected
into the sewer. Sometimes homeowners don’t realize just how much water this
can add, but every time it pumps (and anyone who has one knows the sound when
turns on) a sump pump can add 20-50 gpm to the sewer. This is water that we have
to treat which is costing everyone connected. We would gladly talk to anyone
who is connected and give suggestions on how you can separate this from the
town’s municipal sewer. Kittery and Eliot continue to work together on a new Inter
municipal Agreement. Hopefully one will be reached this year.

I would like to thank the citizens of Kittery, the town office staff and administration,
and the employees for all their support and hard work, especially during the storms
when working long hours, hauling generators to 21 pump stations during power
outages, which keeps us from any interruption in service.

I am honored to serve as the Kittery Superintendent of Schools. I began my new
position on July 1, 2010 and felt immediately welcomed by the school committee,
administrative team, staff, parents, students and citizens. During the first weeks on
the job, I invested considerable time to listening to all constituents and learning
about the successes of the past and the challenges of the future. I learned what has
worked well and what needs attention. This entry plan will continue to guide my
work with the Kittery School Department and the Town of Kittery.

The numerous successes this year within the Kittery Schools reflect the commitment
by teachers, students and the community to ensuring high expectations for all.

Highlights of the year include, but are not limited to, the following:

* Expeditionary learning projects at Shapleigh School
e QOdyssey of the Mind Champions

*  Cheryl Dixon named the National winner of the National Louise Sublette
Award

e Increased post-secondary aspirations for Traip graduates

* Expanded use of technology including one-to-one laptops for grades 7-12

* New state-of-the-art additions nearing completion at Shapleigh and
Mitchell

e Increased school/town collaboration through Shared Services

* Traip Academy Theater Association

e Continued collaboration with neighboring districts to meet Special
Education needs

e State Championship in Girls Outdoor Track

*  Formation of the Robotics Team

* Improved/expanded connections with the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard

* Development of an accountability system for all staff

e Increased student-initiated efforts towards recycling/environmental
awareness

* Expanded revenues through Impact Aid and grant applications

e Formation of the Traip Advisory Council and the new vision for Traip

* Improved communications with all stakeholders

While the successes reflect the hard work and dedication of many, there are still
challenges that face the School Department. Due to the economic situation, we
needed to present a flat funded budget for FY 12. Since the contractual obligations
included salary increases and we faced a decrease in state funding, we needed
to reduce other lines of the school budget by nearly $700,000. This resulted in
some staff and program reductions. The Leadership Team worked hard to meet
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the bottom line and presented a budget that met the goal that was approved by the
citizens in June 2011.

In November 2010, the voters of Kittery, in a non-binding referendum expressed
their belief that Traip Academy should remain open as the high school and the
school department should not continue to investigate options concerning tuitioning
the high school students to another system. The voter message was heard. At the
same time, we are committed to engaging in a process that will transform Traip
Academy into a 21st century high school. The formation of the Traip Advisory
Council, the appointment of Co-Principals to guide the transformation, and the
outreach to gather input from all constituents clearly indicates that we are committed
to making Traip Academy a high school that meets the needs of all students. We
encourage members of the public to become involved in this exciting work.

This spring, when NECAP scores were released, we were disappointed to learn
that students at some grade levels were not performing at an acceptable level. As
a system, we are reviewing our curriculum, instructional practices and student
supports to ensure that we are making gains annually in the area of standardized
assessment. While this is only one measure of student achievement, we are
committed to ensuring that students are prepared to demonstrate well what they
know and are able to do.

The Kittery School Department is committed to working with the citizens and
businesses within the community to ensure that we are meeting the needs of
students. To that end, the School Committee has developed the following five goals
to guide our work for 2011-12:

* Ensure a safe, respectful and healthy teaching/learning environment
for all

* Communicate transparently and respectfully with all stakeholders

* Implement the district-wide accountability system

e Develop and refine strategies, programs and structures that improve student
learning and engagement

* Ensure the wise use of resources

In closing, I would like to express sincere appreciation and gratitude for the
tremendous support the citizens provide to the students of Kittery. As demonstrated
through business internships, community service opportunities, mentors/
volunteers, fundraising efforts, PTA involvement, attendance at school events and
scholarship support for the students, it is clearly evident that Kittery cares. My
door is always open and I am committed to listening to and working with the
citizens of Kittery to make our great school system even better. Your comments,
suggestions and involvement are strongly encouraged to ensure our continual
growth and improvement.

They have set a standard both academically and athletically for all future
classes to strive for. The Traip Academy Staff have continued to demonstrate its
commitment to academic excellence by starting to investigate and institute 21st
Century Learning Skills into the curriculum. This vision was developed from the
findings of the Secondary Education Review Committee (SERC), which finalized
and presented its report this past October. In November, the town voted in favor
to keep Traip Academy open and start the planning process for redesigning
secondary education in Kittery. The Traip Academy Advisory Council, made up of
administrators, teachers, staff, parents, and community members has been created
to help with this initiative.

In September, all students were issued a laptop, as part of the one-to-one
technology plan. Staff and students worked diligently to take full advantage of this
tool to improve teaching and learning. The First Robotics Team was created and
participated in its first regional competition. The program started with just over
twenty participants. The Robo-Rangers worked hand and hand with volunteers
from the Kittery Community, the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard and beyond to make
year one a huge success. The journalism class instituted the “Green Ranger,” the
online school newspaper with rave reviews.

Student activities, as always, are very popular at Traip Academy and well over
sixty percent of our students were involved in sports and clubs. Our school goal is
to have 100% of all of our students involved in at least one activity. We continue to
see a high correlation between academic success and school activity participation.
The football team advanced into the playoffs for the first time in years and Coach
Ron Ross was named Campbell Football Conference Coach of the Year. The varsity
girls’ basketball team was recognized, by the Maine Principal’s Association, with
the Class ‘C’ Sportsmanship Award. Carley O’Brien won numerous individual
Indoor and Outdoor Track championships and led the girls’ outdoor track team to
its first State Class C Championship, in over twenty years. Outdoor Track Coach,
Larissa Simonds, was recognized as Coach of the Year for 2011. The drama
program (TADA) continued its success at the regional level and the Traip Academy
Band received the GOLD award at the Great East Music Festival held in Agawam,
Massachusetts. To say the least, Traip Academy represented the Town of Kittery
very well during the 2010-2011 school year.

We are saddened to bid farewell to Joan Donhauser and Kathy Regan who have
retired after giving years of service to the Kittery School Department. Allyn
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Hutton and Michael Roberge have been named Co-Principal’s for the 2011-2012
school year and are excited to lead the charge in redesigning R.W. Traip Academy.
